I saw an interesting tube in a videotaped physics demonstration today. The 
experiment was designed to show the effect of a magnetic field on an 
electron beam. 


The tube was glass with a rounded top, with a round disc with a hole in the 
center mounted about halfway up. The tube was partly filled with an inert 
gas which glowed blue when ionized. The electron beam was vertical, a 
pretty blue column when the tube was energized, right up to the top of the 
tube which had no noticeable coating or plate. Application of a magnetic 
field caused the beam to bend, even to the point of circling all the way 
around under the disc. 


Anyone know if this tube was available commercially? What was its 
designation? Where can I get one?

here's the summary from earlier discussions - 


This discussion got started when a group of us here in North Carolina 
started talking about firing up some of the 2m AM rigs we have in our 
collections of vintage gear. I brought it up on the "boatanchors" list 
to find out if there is a national "AM calling freq" on 2m 

(like 50.4 on 6m). 


After some discussion it was clear there was no easy answer - so we 
turned to the people active on VHF to see what their experience, 
concerns, and opinions were - and how we might all be good neighbors. 


I have gotten many courteous and thoughtful responses and only one 
"No AM Anywhere" reply. In general the VHF community was supportive of 
finding some place for AM operations on 2m. 


Here is a summary of the situation as best as I can tell: 
1) The ARRL and regional bandplans don't mention any space for 2m AM 


2) 144.4 was used a lot in the past and is still used in many parts 
of the country for 2m AM with no problems. The bandplans now 
designate 144.3 - 144.5 as a New proposed OSCAR Sub-band 

(some plans say shared Simplex and New OSCAR) . 


2) 145.35 was also a common 2m AM freq in the old days. 
Bandplans now designate 145.2 - 145.5 for repeater outputs 


6) Here are other suggestions I received: 
find an unused FM simplex freq above 146 and use it 
(problem - crystal control of most AM rigs makes it 
very hard to move around) 
use the "Miscellaneous and experimental" sub-band at 145.5-145.8 
(problem - allocated to packet in most places) 
7) Here are some concerns I heard: 
oscillating regen receivers (like the Heath Twoer) cause problems 
to nearby frequencies 
"AM is just too wide and full of side products" (from the 


No AM Anywhere guy) - several people pointed out that 
vintage AM rigs are actually much cleaner than 
newer synthesized gear. 


Based on the input I have received, I am going to report to our local 
group and to the national "“boatanchors" group the following: 


1) 144.4 looks like a a reasonable choice for a 2m AM frequency - it has 
long been used for 2m AM and is still actively used in many locations. 
Definitely avoid the 144.0 - 144.2 weak signal area. 


2) Avoid regen receivers like the Twoer because of potential 
interference to weak signal operations in 144.0 - 144.2 


3) Check your xmtr with a scope to avoid overmodulation splatter. 


4) Check with your local weak signal and satellite operators to 
detect and minimize any problems. Be a good neighbor.

I've finished (I hope) repairing and recalibrating my Heathkit TT-1 
according to the manual's instructions. However, while making a 


seperate transconductance measurement I've found that the TT-1's meter 
reading is off by (roughly) 30 percent. 


I don't know if this inaccuracy is unique to my unit, or if it is 
common to others. And because, as a kit, each TT-1 is custom, so to 
speak, there could be quite a bit of variation from unit to unit. I'd 
like to gather additional information from other users to check on the 
meter's accuracy, and thus propose the following: 


I'll supply a small number of tubes (6, say). These will be my 
‘reference’ tubes, and I'd like to send them to TT-1 owners for 
measurement on their units. Once the measurements are made, return the 
tubes to me along with the transconductance reading for each tube. 

I'll then correlate these readings and publish the results. 


I'll try to include return postage with the tubes, but this could 
become expensive if there is much interest - perhaps the return postage 
might be handled by the other end (don't forget, this is in the 
interests of science!)?

My vote is for the 160. It's a higher predigree than the 145. The 
160's predesessors include the HQ-120, 129X and the 150, all of which 
break the 540 kHz - 30 MHz tuning range into six bands instead of the 
usual four as on the 145. This results in higher dial accuracy and 
better tracking.

If you run completely out of ideas, you could try writing to the II Morrow 
company in Salem, OR. (Pronounced "Two Morrow") The orginal Morrow 
Comapny (also in Salem) was founded by the Morrow family and operated for 
years in Salem in the ham radio business and building commercial receivers 
for aircraft (I believe). There was a hostile take-over and the Morrow 
family was on the outside looking in, one day. The name of the Morrow 
Company was eventually changed to Arnav Systems and I think they still make 
d£ communications receivers and have moved to southern Washington somewhere. 


Meanwhile, the Morrow family formed a new company called "II Morrow" (Two 
Morrow) and were eventually bought by UPS. Yes, this is the company that 
worked very hard at grabbing a couple of MHz of the 220 ham band thinking 
they were going to use it for keeping track of UPS trucks all over the U.S. 
It didn't work out quite as planned and I now believe UPS has turned them 
loose once again and they have down-sized a lot.

Someone commented that the Brush headphones aren't the best in the world for 
crystal set use. I'll second that, and go even further; I don't like Brush 
crystal cans for ANY use whatever! On any sort of voice transmission, they're 
just to tinny. They don't sound good at all. 


Main reason for this note tho; I found some cans that just might work out OK for 
crystal set use. Strangely, they're surplus, something most crystal set 
instructions warned you NOT to go with. 


Surplus headsets are almost always low impedance, and I was a bit surprised to 
find this one, in the original package, with a data sheet. 


Keep your eyes open at the hamfests for HEADSET H 32/U (it's stamped on 
the leather headband cover). 


The data sheet claims this critter has a rather startling impedance of 23K ohms! 
To this day I'm not at all certain that this is true; the data sheet claim MIGHT 
be a misprint. The original owner got several of the headsets years ago through 

the MARS program. 


They look like the typical military magnetic cans, with the usual R-14 elements. 
The date coding on the package showed them to be early 1960s vintage. The cord 
is cloth covered, but with REAL wire (none of the "tinsel" stuff common to hi-Z 
headsets), about 4' long, and fitted with a PL-55 plug. 


I haven't yet tried them in an application that demands a high impedance 
headset, like a crystal set, but if the impedance claim is true they should work 
out OK.

this really surprises me, as i have the opposite opinion: 
the little single unit crystal earpiece units, such as orig 
attached to ‘rocket radios' and other such crystal radios, 
sound great. maybe it really does help to have some hi- 


ohm resistance across them as used in some crystal 

radio circuits, but i never found this necessary. of course 
with qrp circuits such as 1-tube regen etc you need a 
resistor of say 10k across them for a dc path or better 

yet isolate the earphone from the tube's dc plate circuit 
completely. 

btw i once measured the impedance of these little earpiece 
units at 100k ohm. that is very good for crystal radios since 
at "low" strength signals ( e.g. around 0.05 v or less at the 
detector, the series impedance of the 1n34 diode may be 

in the 10++ k ohm range! 

the only source i know of for these today is to buy the 

radio shack crystal radio kit ( about 7$ ? ) and just use it for 
a parts source.
